FOR MOST MOVIES, a $30.2 million 
opening weekend would be considered 
decent—respectable, even. But most 
movies aren’t John Carter, Disney’s sci-fi 
opus about a Wild West outlaw (Taylor 
Kitsch) who winds up in the middle of an 
interspecies war on Mars. Directed by 
Pixar guru Andrew Stanton (WALL*E), 
the movie cost $250 million to make. 
Even if it climbs to $100 million domesti- 
cally—and builds on its $70.6 million 
opening internationally, where CG spec- 
tacles play well—Carter seems like a 
long shot to recoup Disney’s distribution 
fees and marketing costs (reportedly 
another $100 million).

The iPad...Plus! 


Apple’s new tablet made its 
splashy debut, but other major 


tech players had very big: news of their own. 


NEWS TRICKLING IN from various 
corners of the tech world this past week 
may turn out to signal an overhaul in the 
way we consume movies and T'V. First in 
line: We obviously don’t need to alert 
you to Apple’s unveiling of the new iPad. 
With a Retina display that blows away 
even HD resolution, and the addition of 
4G networking, we'd call it a reason- 
able, if not earth-shattering, update.

movie and T'V series streaming for the 
100 million users of Apple’s iCloud 
service should be a watershed moment 
for consumers and content owners 
alike. In simple terms, instead of 
needing vast amounts of hard-drive 
space, consumers can just access all 
their purchases on demand from the 
great database in the sky. It’s nearly 
the final piece in the cloud puzzle, and 
an especially huge deal that every 
studio—except, at press time, Fox and 
Universal—has finally gotten on board. 
Cook also announced that owners of 
the new third-generation Apple TV will 
be able to sign up for Netflix streaming 
subscriptions directly from Apple TV’s 
iTunes Store link instead of having to 
use a separate device. (The current 
Apple TV already allows Netflix 
access, but doesn’t have an option for 
creating a new account and paying 
for it via an iTunes account, similar to 
apps on an iPhone.) Apple has clearly 
learned the value of keeping its 


partners close and its competitors 
closer—especially when it stands to 
get a cut of every new subscription. 

Speaking of Netflix, the company 
has been something of a pioneer among 
online video providers for its forays 
into original productions (like the new 
series Lilyhammer). Other online video 
providers are following suit: Both Hulu 
and Yahoo! just announced new part- 
nerships with production company 
FremantleMedia and indie studio 
Vuguru, respectively, as they expand 
their commitment to original program- 
ming. And there was chatter last week 
that Amazon, already funding original 
content, may try out TV too. (The 
company declined to comment.) 

And in yet another facet of Netflix 
news, there was a report last week 
that the company was in talks with cable 
providers to have its subscription 
service integrated into cable set-top 
boxes. Steve Swasey, Netflix VP of 
corporate communications, claims the 
entire story is based on a misunder- 
standing, but has confirmed that on- 
going talks with cable companies have 
focused on subscription deals similar 
to the iTunes one. Which makes 
sense, if only because with the rise of 
Internet-enabled HDTVs, the days of 
clunky cable set-top boxes appear 
numbered. Seemingly confirming that 
hunch, Forbes last week reported that 
Google is quietly trying to sell off the 
cable-box business of its new acquisi- 
tion Motorola Mobility. Not a moment 
too soon, as the rumor mill also says 
that Apple has its own smart-TV 
solution in the works beyond its Apple 
TV box. With apologies to the rest of 
the industry, we look forward to its 
announcement crushing the news 
cycle again in the very near future. m

What is the most important information | should know 

about ABILIFY? 

Serious side effects may happen when you take ABILIFY, 

including: 

«Increased risk of death in elderly patients with 

dementia-related psychosis: 
Medicines like ABILIFY can raise the risk of death in elderly 
people who have lost touch with reality (psychosis) due to 
Confusion and memory loss (dementia). ABILIFY is not 
approved for the treatment of patients with 
dementia-related psychosis. 

¢ Risk of suicidal thoughts or actions: Antidepressant 
medicines, depression and other serious mental 
illnesses, and suicidal thoughts or actions: 
Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts 
or actions in some children, teenagers, and young adults 
within the first few months of treatment. Depression and 
other serious mental illnesses are the most important 
causes of suicidal thoughts and actions. Some people may 
have a particularly high risk of having suicidal thoughts or 
actions including people who have (or have a family history 
of} bipolar illness (also called manic-depressive iliness) or 
suicidal thoughts or actions. 

How can | watch for and try to prevent suicidal 

thoughts and actions in myself or a family member?

* thoughts about suicide or dying, attempts to commit 
suicide, new or worse depression, new or worse anxiety, 
feeling very agitated or restless, panic attacks, trouble 
Sleeping (insomnia), new or worse irritability, acting 
aggressive, being angry, or violent, acting on dangerous 
impulses, an extreme increase in activity and talking 
(mania), other unusual changes in behavior or mood. 


What else do | need to know about antidepressant 

medicines? 

* Never stop an antidepressant medicine without first 
talking to a healthcare provider.

¢ Antidepressants are medicines used to treat 
depression and other illnesses, It is important to discuss 
all the risks of treating depression and also the risks of not 
treating it. Patients and their families or other caregivers 
should discuss all treatment choices with the healthcare 
provider, not just the use of antidepressants. 

* Antidepressant medicines have other side effects. Talk 
to the healthcare provider about the side effects of the 
medicine prescribed for you or your family member. 

Antidepressant medicines can interact with other 
medicines. Know all of the medicines that you or your 
family member takes. Keep a list of all medicines to show 
the healthcare provider. Do not start new medicines without 
first checking with your healthcare provider. 

¢Not all antidepressant medicines prescribed for 
children are FDA approved for use in children.

What is ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 

ABILIFY is a prescription medicine used to treat: 

* major depressive disorder in adults, as an add-on 
treatment to an antidepressant medicine when you do not 
get better with an antidepressant alone. 

The symptoms of major depressive disorder (MDD) include 

feeling of sadness and emptiness, loss of interest in activities 

that you once enjoyed and loss of energy, problems focusing 
and making decisions, feeling of worthlessness or quilt, changes 
in sleep or eating pattems, and thoughts of death or suicide. 

What should | tell my healthcare provider before taking 

ABILIFY? 

bane taking ABILIFY, tell your healthcare provider if you have 

or had: 

© diabetes or high blood sugar in you or your family; your 
healthcare provider should check your blood sugar before 
you start ABILIFY and also during therapy. 

© seizures (convulsions). 

© low or high blood pressure. 

* heart problems or stroke. 

® pregnancy or plans to become pregnant. It is not known if 
ABILIFY will harm your unborn baby. 

© breast-feeding or plans to breast-feed. It is not known if 
ABILIFY will pass into your breast milk. You and your 
healthcare provider should decide if you will take ABILIFY or 
breast-feed. You should not do both, 

® low white blood cell count. 

© phenylketonuria. ABILIFY DISCMELT Orally Disintegrating

© any other medical conditions. 

Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines that 

you take or recently have taken, including prescription 

medicines, non-prescription medicines, herbal supplements, 
and vitamins. 

ABILIFY and other medicines may affect each other causing 

possible serious side effects. ABILIFY may affect the way 

other medicines work, and other medicines may affect how 

ABILIFY works. 

Your healthcare provider can tell you if it is safe to take 

ABILIFY with your other medicines. Do not start or stop any 

medicines while taking ABILIFY without talking to your 

healthcare provider first. Know the medicines you take. Keep 

a list of your medicines to show your healthcare provider and 

pharmacist when you get a new medicine. 

How should | take ABILIFY? 

© Take ABILIFY exactly as your healthcare provider tells you to 
take it. Do not change the dose or stop taking ABILIFY yourself. 

© ABILIFY can be taken with or without food. 

* ABILIFY tablets should be swallowed whole. 

© If you miss a dose of ABILIFY, take the missed dose as soon 
as you remember. If it is almost time for the next dose, just 
skip the missed dose and take your next dose at the regular 
time. Do not take two doses of ABILIFY at the same time. 

* If you take too much ABILIFY, call your healthcare provider 
or poison control center at 1-800-222-1222 right away, or 
go to the nearest hospital emergency room. 

What should | avoid while taking ABILIFY? 

*Do not drive, operate heavy machinery, or do other 
dangerous activities until you know how ABILIFY affects 
you. ABILIFY may make you drowsy. 

* Do not drink alcohol while taking ABILIFY. 

© Avoid getting over-heated or dehydrated. 

* Do not over-exercise. 

* In hot weather, stay inside in a cool place if possible. 

* Stay out of the sun. Do not wear too much or heavy clothing. 
¢ Drink plenty of water. 


What are the possible side effects of ABILIFY? 

Serious side effects have been reported with ABILIFY 

including: 

¢Neuroleptic malignant syndrome (NMS): Tell your 
healthcare provider right away if you have some or all of the 
following symptoms: high fever, stiff muscles, confusion, 
sweating, changes in pulse, heart rate, and blood pressure. 


These may be symptoms of a rare and serious condition 
that can lead to death. Call your healthcare provider right 
away if you have any of these symptoms, 

* High blood sugar (hyperglycemia): Increases in blood 
sugar can happen in some people who take ABILIFY 
(aripiprazole). Extremely high blood sugar can lead to coma 
or death. If you have diabetes or risk factors for diabetes 
(such as being overweight or a family history of diabetes), 
your healthcare provider should check your blood sugar 
before you start ABILIFY and during therapy. 

Call your healthcare provider if you have any of these 

symptoms of high blood sugar while taking ABILIFY: 

¢ feel very thirsty, need to urinate more than usual, feel very 
hungry, feel weak or tired, feel sick to your stomach, feel 
confused, or your breath smelis fruity. 

° Increase in weight: Weight gain has been reported in 
patients taking medicines like ABILIFY, so you and your 
healthcare provider should check your weight regularly. For 
children and adolescent patients (6 to 17 years of age) 
weight gain should be compared against that expected 
with normal growth. 

° Difficulty swallowing: may lead to aspiration and choking. 

* Tardive dyskinesia: Call your healthcare provider about 
any movements you cannot control in your face, tongue, or 
other body parts.

DON’T CRY FOR James Denton. 
Sure, his Desperate Housewives 
character, Mike Delfino, met a 
shocking demise in the show's 
March 11 episode—and the news did 
leak out early, via testimony in the 
Nicollette Sheridan wrongful ter- 
mination trial in LA.—but the actor 
sees the sexy plumber’s offing as a 
good thing. “Delfino gets this really 
big exit, and I’m free for pilot sea- 
son,’ asmiling Denton tells EW. “It’s 
the best gift | could have gotten.” 
When Marc Cherry, creator of the 
ABC dramedy, pulled aside Denton, 
49, last December to tell him of the 


plot twist, “I was biting the inside 
of my cheek trying not to crack up,” 
the actor says.

“Il asked them to 
let me tell her,” he says. “Her imme- 
diate reaction was she got teared 
up and she said, ‘You know what?

It’s 
going to be hard for her to play any 
comedy for the last six episodes.” 
The manner in which Delfino met 
his maker—shot in cold blood by a 
loan shark on the front porch of his 
house—was “brilliant,’ Denton says. 
“| remember lying on the threshold 
with the blood pouring out of me, 
looking up at the top of the porch. 
I've been there for over eight years, 
and I've done so many scenes on 
that porch,” he continues. “As an 
actor, you just hope people care.” 
For her part, Hatcher was unhappy 
with the story line. “I've got to be hon- 
est, | think it was a bad idea,” Hatcher 
tells EW. “It’s sad to me that Susan— 
who started the series as a single, 
unloved mother—ends now in the 
same Way.”

So after spending almost two seasons trying 
to take out zombies, how did it feel to switch 
sides and play for the other team, if only for 
a few seconds? 

| didn’t even realize that | was playing a zombie 
until | was playing it. There was a lot of discus- 
sion going back and forth, a lot of arguing going 
back and forth on what that last scene actually 
should be—between myself and Andy [Lincoln] 
and the writers. And everybody kind of got their 
own little say in what that last scene 
actually was. But then at the very end 
| realized, now you gotta go play a 
zombie! | never even thought about 
that. Then all of a sudden I've got 
these contacts on, | can’t see 
anything, and I’m a zombie. And 

I'm like, “| don’t know how to do 
this! What do you do?” 

Shane to me always seemed 

like a good guy who cracked 
under the pressure of having 

to make some very difficult 
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decisions in very difficult circumstances. 
There's this constant sort of self-evaluation 
process that's saying, This is what you have to 
do, this is the right thing to do, this is the way 
you need to survive in this world. But at the 
same time there's this voice inside him, looking 
at himself, saying, Look at what you've become, 
man. What are you doing? And | think Rick 
[played by Lincoln] is that voice. Nobody knows 
this guy as well as his best friend does. Rick is 
really trying to communicate with that real per- 
son, that good guy who Shane once was. And 
the fact that Rick is able to, at the end, get the 
knife and kill him—I think that means that in 
some ways, he did really appeal to the real guy, 
the kernel of who Shane really is, rather than 
this monster that’s almost swallowed him up.

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ight we see the dragons?” asks the Spice King. 

Daenerys Targaryen stands on a sunbaked 
hilltop outside the city gates, considering the 
request. Streaked with dirt, her lips cracked, 
clothes in tatters, she’s the exhausted leader of a 
warrior tribe that’s been wandering the desert 
wasteland for months. She has three priceless dragons, true, but they’re 
just vulnerable infants—easy to kill, or steal. 

“If you don’t let us in,” she says, “all of us will die.” 

“Which we shall deeply regret,” he replies. 

In a nearby tent, Game of Thrones executive producer Dan Weiss intently 
watches Emilia Clarke, the 23-year-old British actress playing Daenerys 
who barely had any professional experience before being cast on HBO’s

breakout fantasy series. The production team is gathered in 
the Croatian mountains outside Dubrovnik, having con- 
structed a massive, ancient-looking gateway. “We really 
need to sell that if she doesn’t get into the city, she’s truly 
screwed,” Weiss explains. 

Back on the summit, Daenerys’ weary desperation slowly 
turns to anger. She’s not going to show this jerk her dragons. 
Instead, she gives him some fire-breathing fury of her own. 
“When my dragons are grown, they will take back what was 
stolen from me and destroy those who have wronged me,” 
she warns. “We will lay waste to armies and we will burn 
cities to the ground. Turn us away and we will burn you first!” 

Weiss smiles, and praises her ferocity. Later, Clarke 
explains that shooting in the stifling temperatures helped 
her channel the dragon queen’s despair. With her long dark 
hair crammed under Daenerys’ blond wig, the actress had 
even suffered heat exhaustion the day before. “It helps being

in really extreme environments,” Clarke says, “because 
you're just battling everything.” 

That phrase—battling everything—could have been the 
mantra for Game of Thrones’ second season on screen and off.

At fir st, ratings weren't exactly epic. Based on 
New Mexico novelist George R.R. Martin’s fantasy-book series 
A Song of Ice and Fire, Game of Thrones follows the brutal quest 
for power among several ruling families in a sprawling mythical 
kingdom. Its initial 10-episode series order was considered a 
risky move for a premium network best known for contempo- 
rary shows like The Sopranos and Sex and the City. Though the 
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sexy vampire drama True Blood proved that a supernatural | 


series could succeed on the network, the high-fantasy genre 
was still considered so...so...nerdy. Television’s last hit fantasy 
series was the syndicated Xena: Warrior Princess, and no TV 
show had ever pulled off combining swords, sorcery, and 
R-rated sex and violence. When Thrones premiered to lavish 
critical praise last April, the network granted it a quick renewal. 
“Our biggest goal is passionate engagement,” says HBO 
programming chief Michael Lombardo. “And Thrones has 
rabidly passionate viewers.” (HBO, like EW, is a division of 
Time Warner.) But only about 2.2 million people tuned in for 
the initial airing, which isn’t so hot when a network spends a 
reported $50-60 million on a project. (Boardwalk Empire, by 
comparison, debuted to an audience of 4.8 million.) 

Then something strange happened. Fueled by word-of- 


mouth buzz, Thrones’ ratings went up. And up. Martin’s novels | 


leaped onto best-seller lists, moving a staggering 8.4 million 
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copies in 2011, including his newest Song 
of Ice and Fire installment, A Dance With 
Dragons. The show even impressed the 
stuffy ranks of Emmy voters, scoring 18 
nominations, including best drama, and 
a win for Peter Dinklage’s swaggering 
turn as sharp-witted dwarf Tyrion 
Lannister. Counting repeats, DVR, and 
on-demand playback, Thrones’ first season 
has now tallied 9.3 million viewers per 
episode. The acclaim transformed the 
cast into objects of fan worship, even 
beyond the feverish halls of Comic-Con, 
where the group was greeted like 
conquering heroes last summer. Taking 
a break from shooting season 2, Clarke 
was on the streets of Dubrovnik when a 
young stranger made a beeline toward 
her. “I thought he was going to ask for 
directions,” she says. “And he goes, ‘You 
are my khaleesi!... Mother of dragons!’” 
Dinklage too found himself reeling from 
the fan-tensity. “One woman said she 
named her daughter [after the Thrones 
character] Sansa,” he recalls. “I didn’t 
know what to say about that.” 

If Thrones’ first year was considered 
a creative gamble, the second season 
demanded that HBO and producers 
double down: The new chapter has a 
larger cast, a more complex story, and 
an array of new exotic locations that 
required several production units often 
shooting simultaneously across three 
countries. There are more dragons, CGI- 
enhanced “direwolves” (played by real wolves this time 
instead of dogs), and a massive climactic battle. All of which 
called for a boosted budget—and getting that wasn’t easy 
either. “There’s so many characters and locations and story 
lines, so many things that are atypical in television—and for 
good reason,” says Weiss, who writes for the show along with 
fellow exec producer David Benioff. “You could do this show 
relatively easily with twice the money that we have, then after 


| a couple great seasons it’d collapse under its own weight 


and cease to exist.” Which is, incidentally, pretty much what 
happened to Rome, HBO’s last attempt at staging an epic. 
Based on the second book in Martin’s series, the 768-page 
A Clash of Kings, season 2 begins with this “simple” setup: 
After the death of King Robert Baratheon (Mark Addy), his 
surviving brothers, Renly (Gethin Anthony) and Stannis 
(Stephen Dillane), are staking rival claims to rule the land of 
Westeros. Though Renly has a larger army, Stannis is aided

(Kit Harington) as he treks across the frozen northern 
wilderness, discovering an inbred house of horrors; and his 
half sister Arya Stark (Maisie Williams), who’s hiding from 
Joffrey’s thugs while traveling incognito as a boy. 

It’s enough scheming, deception, and fighting for a dozen 
TV shows (or a few Harry Potter novels). The only ingredient 
missing was something that most networks would consider 
crucial: a widely known, marketable star like Sean Bean, 
who graced the first season’s ad campaign. Bean’s honorable 
patriarch Ned Stark was beheaded in front of his young 


daughters near the end of the first season, a move that 
shocked even HBO executives. “I did not know the ride we’d 
be going on in season 1,” admits Lombardo, who discovered 
the plot twist after ordering the pilot. “But by the time we 
picked up the show, I was invested in all the characters. And 
one of the characters that popped most was Tyrion.”

The boy king, stunned, says he 
assumed Tyrion was dead. “Death is so boring,” says Tyrion 
with his usual dry amusement, “especially now with so much 
excitement in the world.” 

If the new season has a main character, it’s Tyrion, who's 
been dispatched to help Joffrey manage the kingdom—a gig 
whose danger is matched by its perks. “He’s been treated very 
poorly, and now if somebody calls him a name, he can have 
them killed,” Dinklage says between takes. “So he’s like, 
‘Hmm...looks like I can get revenge on all those high school 
kids who made fun of me.”

Standing in for the mythical Red Keep is Croatia’s seaside 
Fort Lovrijenac, an imposing structure the Thrones team can 
access only by climbing 175 stone steps. Dinklage helps pass out 
fruit to parched crew members, which probably isn’t your 
everyday on-the-job behavior for an Emmy-winning star. “You 
get that out of your head once you're back on the set,” Dinklage 
says of the award. “I like to think it doesn’t soften you.” 

We'll also see more of the diabolical Cersei and her sinister 
spawn Joffrey. “With his coronation, his malicious deeds 
amplify tenfold,” promises Gleeson, whose character’s tyranny 
leads to a disturbing execution in the second episode that will 
test even his mother’s devotion. Adds Headey of Cersei: “You 
get a real glimpse into her guilt as a mother and her fear of 
what she’s created.... We get to see more of her unraveling.” 

These beats are familiar to readers of Martin’s best-sellers. 
Yet many other scenes this season—including Daenerys’ 
confrontation at the city gates—will surprise die-hard fans. 
Jaime Lannister was captured near the end of the first season 


and spends the second novel imprisoned, but don’t expect that _| 


story line to play out the way it does in the book. “Hey, you 
can’t just bench me, what the hell is that?” Coster-Waldau 
jokes. “But it makes sense for the journey that Jaime’s on. He’s 
not in a happy place.” Likewise, Robb Stark receives scant

pages in Clash, but producers are bringing a forbidden 
romance involving him to the foreground. “If we didn’t have 
Richard Madden on the show, teenage girls everywhere would 
abandon us en masse,” Weiss quips. Producers won't say 
whether that means fans will see Madden in the buff this 
season during one of Thrones’ infamous scenes of “sexposition” 
(noun: the strategic use of sexual activity to make expository 
dialogue more lively), though viewers can look forward to at 
least one returning character getting naked for the first time. 

As much as producers have been willing to depart from 
Martin’s source material, however, there’s one sequence that 
Weiss and Benioff desperately wanted to render faithfully: a 
battle so enormous, it seemed impossible to shoot.

“As great as the first season was, there were a 
few things that were a little problematic,” says Martin, a co- 
exec producer who occasionally writes for the HBO adaptation 
of his novels. “One of them was the absence of battles.” 

A wartime sequence had, in fact, been planned for the final 
episode of Thrones’ first season. But it was scrapped in favor of 
aless costly strategy, one that TV series have used for decades

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when staging a large conflict: Show the run-up and after- 
math, but not the actual fight. But that technique wasn’t going 
to work this time around. “This season is about a country at 
war,” says Benioff. “And we felt like if we didn’t see the most 
important battle of this entire war on screen, we’re going to 
shortchange viewers.” 

As told in Clash, the climactic Battle of the Blackwater 
(logistical-spoiler alert!) takes place at a castle. And on land. 
Andat sea. There are ships. There are explosions. It’s basically 
a film producer’s worst nightmare, let alone anyone trying to 
stage the event for TV. While Weiss and Benioff pride them- 
selves on finding creative solutions to budget issues (“One 
really powerful image can be stronger than six merely good 
images,” Weiss says), this obstacle had only one solution: “We 
had to go begging,” Benioff says candidly, “cap in hand, several 
times.” The duo didn’t get as much cash as they wanted (the 
show’s budget rose 15 percent overall this year), but they credit 
HBO for never once asking if wartime scenes would increase 
ratings. “[The conversation] was all about why this story 
needs this big battle,” Benioff says. Adds HBO’s Lombardo: 
“All of it’s on the screen. David and Dan are not only talented 
writers but they’re nimble, and I think we’ve figured it out.” 

The result is a massive battle 
scripted by Martin himself, largely 
shot in a quarry in Northern Ireland. 
The sequence could run “at least half 
an episode,” Weiss says. While most 
hour-long TV dramas are filmed in less 
than 10 days, the Blackwater episode 
took about a month of wet, muddy 
night shoots. Dinklage in particular 
was pummeled by the elements. 
Says Weiss, “Peter didn’t have to act 
tired because by 5 a.m. he’s had 41- 
degree rain pouring on him for eight 
hours straight.”

Yet Belfast wasn’t the chilliest location during the season 2 
shoot. Nor was the heat in Croatia the most extreme weather 
endured by the cast. Did we mention...the blizzard? For Jon 
Snow’s adventures north of the Wall, producers decided that 
fake snow (as relied on last season) wasn’t sufficient to 
capture the icy wasteland described in Martin’s novels. So 
they flew the team to Iceland (and for those keeping track in 
this story, that’s country No. 3). There, a snowstorm 
hammered the production, and scenes were sometimes 
ruined when actors’ faces would frost over within seconds. 
“Tt was guerrilla filmmaking,” recalls Harington, who says 
he nonetheless reveled in the frigid conditions. “There was a 
moment when we were all on a frozen lake—you could hear 
this huge crack, and we all had to run off.” 

But the struggles will be worthwhile if Thrones comes 
roaring back to another round of praise, awards, and, perhaps, 
an even bigger audience when it premieres (April 1 at 9 p.m.). 
The producers are itching to dive into Martin’s fan-favorite 
third novel, which they plan to split into two seasons. HBO 
executives suspect that like Daenerys’ dragons, Thrones 
could grow into a monster, and they assure that the series 
would have to “fall off a cliff” not to get renewed. While Weiss 
and Benioff appreciate the network’s confidence, they take 
nothing for granted. On the scenic Croatian hilltop, Weiss 
gestures toward the sea. “We got a cliff right here.” m

“You don’t mind if I lie down, do ya?” 
he asks, his ingratiating drawl—the 
verbal equivalent of a conspiratorial 
wink—making it impossible to say no. 
“Whoo, man, am I exhausted!” 

He’d have to be. Last month saw the 
release of Rampart, a small gut-punch of 
a drama in which he gives a pressure- 
cooker performance as a terminally 
corrupt cop. Then came Game Change, 
HBO’s political docudrama about the 
2008 presidential campaign, followed 
by The Hunger Games, the hopeful fran- 
chise starter, out March 23, which has 
him playing Haymitch Abernathy, the 
whiskey-pickled mentor to Katniss 
Everdeen. Now Woody’s here in New 
Orleans making yet another film—Now 
You See Me, a heist flick about a troupe 
of bank-robbing illusionists, costarring 
Jesse Eisenberg, Michael Caine, Isla 
Fisher, and Mark Ruffalo—and he’s 
currently taking a break in the middle of 
what's shaping up to be a long, tiring day 
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of shooting. Once horizontal on the 
stack of blue cushions he’d been sitting 
on, the 50-year-old actor lets out a con- 
tented sigh. “Thanks, man, I needed 
that,” he says. “My natural tendency is 
towards laziness and indolence. I’m 
really a slacker at heart.” 

If that’s the case, he’s been pretty bad 
at it lately. 


“VE NEVER REALLY 
BEEN THE MAN 
WITH THE PLAN” 


To an outsider glancing over his filmog- 
raphy, Woody’s career appears to be 
governed by little rhyme or reason, and 
it’s true there hasn’t been much. “I’ve 
never really been the man with the 
plan,” he says. “I would just take it as it 
comes. I still do.” That’s why the lovably 
doltish bartender from Cheers hung up 
his apron to massacre his way cross- 
country a year later in Natural Born 
Killers. It’s also why the famously 


outspoken antiauthoritarian activist 
ended up portraying both an LAPD 
officer and a Republican Party operative 
in the span of a month. “Being a happy 
hippie from Hawaii, you can understand 
why it might be hard for me to play 
those parts,” he laughs. “I’m not sure 
which was harder. No, wait, probably 
the Republican.” 

As McCain staffer Steve Schmidt in 
Game Change, one of Woody’s greatest 
challenges was to utter, in earnest, that 
Dick Cheney is “very misunderstood”— 
a sequence of words that, given the 
actor’s political beliefs, caught in his 
throat like a chicken bone. “You’ve pin- 
pointed the hardest line I’ve ever had to 
say,” he says, grinning rakishly. “It’s like, 
‘Woody, this is the 122nd take. Even 
David Fincher doesn’t do that many. 
Can you please just get that line?’” 

Getting into the character of 
Haymitch, the walking hangover from 
The Hunger Games, was less of a stretch. 
He based his appearance on that of his 
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brother. “We were riding up to his house 
together on our motorcycles. When he 
took off his helmet, he had this long hair 
and this scruffy face, and I was like, 
‘That’s it! That’s Haymitch Abernathy!” 


“VE NEVER 
BEEN A MARIJUANA 
ACTIVIST, EVER” 


Here in New Orleans, on the set of Now 
You See Me, Woody is playing a mentalist, 
and I ask if he’s learned any good party 
tricks. “Well,” he says, rolling the word in 
his mouth like a toothpick, “what ifI said 
I knew all of your questions before you 
even asked them?” He’s joking, but as with 
many of his jokes, there’s a particulate of 
truth. Later, when I ask him about his sup- 
port of marijuana legalization, he rolls 
his eyes and hangs his head in a way that 
seems to say, “Here we go again...” “I’ve 
never been a marijuana activist, ever,” he 
says. “I was painted that way. Do I think 
it should be legal? Of course. But I used 
to be more into it before anyone knew I 
was into it. Then the moment I was open 
about it, my God, it’s been relentless.” 

He admits that even the activist pur- 
suits he does care about, such as 
environmental protection, have suffered 
due to a combination of a heavy workload 
and a certain amount of disillusionment. 
“Lately I’ve been having this feeling like 
maybe nothing really changes,” he says 
seriously, before adding, “but hopefully 
maybe that’s gonna change. And at the 
very least, I can still make sure that I 
walk my talk. You know, pay attention to 
my waste stream.” 

He starts to talk about how he’s 
enjoying himself in New Orleans, but he 
suddenly jumps 
up mid-sentence. 
“What is that right 
there?” he exclaims, 
fully awake now, 
bounding up to the 
front of the bus and 
gazing up out the 
windshield. “Right 
up in the sky, right 
there?” A multi- 
colored speck is 
moving briskly over 


the city skyline. “Is that a plane? It’s 
got all these colors. That’s so bizarre. 
No, wait, I think it’s actually a bunch of 
balloons. It’s a bunch of balloons 
together. It’s really moving, ain’t it? [ll be 
damned. Looks like about 10, 12 balloons 
all strung together. Somebody must 
have accidentally let them go. I bet 
they’re sad about that.” 


“WAKE UP, HAVE A 
SMOOTHIE, TAKE MY 
KID TO SCHOOL” 


As busy as he is, Woody knows he’s got it 
good. He describes his existence as the 
life of Riley and insists he doesn’t want 
to come across “like I’m warming up for 
‘Movie Star Blues in A-Flat Minor’ ” 
Indeed, his day-to-day at home in 
Hawaii, where he lives with his wife, 
Laura Louie, and their three daughters 
(ages 19, 15, and 5), seems an idyll that 
really does make you wonder what is 
inspiring him to keep on working. 
“Generally, there’s no plot to it,” he says 
of his life there. “Wake up, have a 
smoothie, take my kid to school, maybe 
go kitesurfing, then play some soccer 
later, have dinner with friends, maybe 
hang out with Willie if he’s on-island.” 
Willie is Willie Nelson, the eldest 
member of Woody's coterie of Texas-born,

includes actors Matthew McConaughey 
and Owen Wilson. “The thing about 
Woody is he’s vegan and environmental 
and all that,” says Wilson, “but not in 
that dogmatic way. You can still see the 
kid who grew up in Texas and Ohio 
there. Even though he’ll never eat a 
burger, he’s still the kind of guy you feel 
you could have one with.” 

His Game Change costar Julianne 
Moore agrees. “I don’t think I know of 
anyone who's not friends with Woody,” 
Moore says. “Once you’ve met him, he’s 
a friend of yours. He’ll make friends in 
the restaurant, he’ll make friends in the 
hotel, he makes friends everywhere.” 


“TM REALLY

Given how adored he is, on screen and 
off, it’s surprising that he had gone 
nearly a decade without a high-profile 
starring role until 2009’s double feature 
of Zombieland and The Messenger, which 
earned him his second Academy Award 
nomination (after The People vs. Larry 
Flynt)—and led to this jam-packed 2012. 

Despite the career upswing, Woody 
says this might be his last film with the 
bus before he retires it to Willie Nelson’s 
ranch in Texas. The actor too is looking 
for a bit of a breather. “I think it’s com- 
ing time for me to chill out,” he admits, 
yawning a little even as he says it. “I 
don’t want to work anymore. I’m really 
thinking about taking a break.” It’s hard 
to tell whether this will actually come to 
pass, especially considering his own 
admitted difficulty saying no and the 
fact that the first Hunger Games sequel 
will likely commence shooting this year. 
A few minutes later, his assistant pokes 
his head into the bus’ interior to tell 
Woody he has five minutes before they 
need to leave for the set.

GETTING CONSPICUOUSLY LESS CUTESY? EW INVESTIGATES.

ADORKABLE. That’s a real word, thanks in part to Zooey Deschanel, who 
plays a cupcake-baking, animal-loving, silly-song-singing girl on TV—and, some- 
times, in real life. Dressed in a micro-miniskirt that’s about half the length of her 
false lashes, the 32-year-old actress vamps it up on the roof of the Park Plaza 
Hotel in Los Angeles, where she’s shooting a few scenes for Fox’s breakout 
comedy New Girl. Between takes, you can find her dancing the Charleston, hug- 
ging crew members, doing her best Cary Grant impression, or joking around in 
awittle baby voice. When the camera’s back on, she switches easily into character 
as Jess, a quirky grade-school teacher who moves in with three guys she met 
through Craigslist. In this scene, Jess and her roommate/occasional crush Nick 
(Jake Johnson) are filling scarecrows with hay when Jess breaks into an 
exuberant scarecrow song, extolling the joys of “stuffin’ scaresies.” 
Witnessing this, it’s pretty understandable why Fox originally promoted 
New Girl with the tagline “Simply Adorkable.” To a certain generation of fans 
who value sincerity, creativity, and a flair for the retro, Deschanel has become 
the poster girl for all things big-eyed and bighearted. To others, including the 
bloggers who labeled the show “tweepulsive,” that sweetness has become 
Deschanel’s cross to bear. Last year, the comedian Julie Klausner even 
suggested that the so-called adorkability Deschanel is now known for was 
downright antifeminist. (“It’s much harder to bring down a woman, or to call

her a moron, when she’s not in pigtails and Ring Pops,” Klaus- 
ner wrote on her website.) And yet, halfway into its first 
season, New Girl, which airs Tuesdays at 9 p.m., is pulling in 
10.3 million viewers each week (counting DVR replay) and 
has established itself as the No. 1 new series in the 18-34 
demographic. Not even the pigtail haters can deny that it’s 
an out-of-the-gate hit. 

Besides, Deschanel doesn’t want to engage in what she 
views as a self-destructive fight waged by women against 
women. For her, this is just sexism disguised as a war on 
girliness. “I’ve examined and reexamined myself,” she says, 
curling up in her trailer near a giant butterfly balloon. “And I 
really don’t feel that liking to wear dresses is a problem for 
the feminist world.” 

Maybe not. But lately New Girl has begun acknowledging 
Jess’ detractors—and as a result it’s become a much deeper, 
funnier, edgier show. It started when the show’s creator, Liz 
Meriwether, decided to write an episode in response to Klaus- 
ner’s essay: In “Jess and Julia,” which aired Jan. 31 (available on 
iTunes), Nick’s headstrong girlfriend of the moment (Lizzy 
Caplan) tells Jess off for her “whole thing with the cupcakes 
and the breaking for birds and the ‘bluebirds come and help me 
dress in the morning.” Since then, everyone in the New Girl 
universe seems to be calling Jess out, from the guy in the bar 
who hears her Mae West voice and asks, “Why are you talking 
like that?” to Jess’ preteen student, who deadpans, “Your hap- 
piness seems like a mask.” Even her roommates—lovable 
grump Nick, sporty but sensitive Winston (Lamorne Morris), 
and charismatic douche bag Schmidt (Max Greenfield)—have 
been rolling their eyes at her Daffy Duck voices and use of a 
“feeling stick.” In a recent episode, Nick tells her 
bluntly, “You don’t know how to be real.” 

All of which raises the question: Are the 
writers trying to tone down the cuteness? Not 
according to Meriwether, who points out that 
all freshman shows go through tonal changes 
during the first season. Also, the 30-year-old 
first-time executive producer insists, “I never 
went into this thinking that Jess was cute.” 
Sharp-witted and deeply sarcastic, Meriwether 
based Jess on herself, back when the show had 
the more risqué title Chicks 
& Dicks. Originally she el 
envisioned the show as a 
Will & Grace-style comedy focused on just 
Jess and Nick, whose relationship was 
inspired by Meriwether’s close friendship 
with a guy. “Our exes started dating each 
other, and we were both mad at the world, 
so we felt compelled to become really good

designer, improvising lines (as all the actors are 
encouraged to do), even writing some of the 
songs Jess sings on the show. (In her downtime, 
Deschanel performs as one half of the indie-pop 
duo She & Him.) To a passing observer, the only 
thing Meriwether shares with Jess is an affection for oversize 
eyeglasses. But to the writer, Klausner’s critique of the character 
felt very personal. “It was a little weird for me, as a feminist who's 
actively trying to create interesting roles for women, to hear that 
attack, that Jess is like a little girl,” admits Meriwether, who also 
penned the sex-buddy script that became No Strings Attached. 
She believes there’s a double standard in comedy: Men are 
allowed to act like boys, but women aren’t allowed to act like 
girls. “Isn’t immaturity supposed to be funny?” she asks incredu- 
lously. “Haven’t all the Judd Apatow movies taught us that?” 
Somewhere in Jess’ retort to Julia, you can hear Meriwether 
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lashing out at her 
critics: “I’m sorry I 
don’t talk like Murphy 
Brown, and I hate your 
pantsuit. I wish it had ribbons on it or something to make it just 
slightly cuter. And that doesn’t mean I’m not smart and tough 
and strong.” Yet since that episode aired, Jess has evolved from 
a shy girl who can’t say “penis” without giggling into a woman 
who searches for one-night stands, gets drunk, and makes Hitler 
jokes. And that’s partly the influence of her roommates, who are 
toughening her up—while earning their own beefed-up story 
lines and personal fan clubs. According to Morris, the room- 
mates are the voice of reason. “Winston's a bit cynical about how 
quirky Jess is,” explains the actor, who's a straight talker both on 
and off screen. “So while the audience is laughing and saying, 
‘That's ridiculous, my character is literally saying, “That's ridicu- 
lous’ That’s what people connect to.”

BACK IN HER TRAILER, Deschanel seems a 
little defensive about the polarizing reactions 
to Jess. After all, when the show debuted, she 
told many interviewers that she essentially 
was Jess. And during a recent panel at Paley- 
Fest in Beverly Hills, Deschanel fit the part, 
pulling her hands up under her chin like 
bunny-rabbit paws, demonstrating the way 
that a turtle eats, even using a Daffy Duck 
voice to describe her resemblance to Jess as 
“sssssertainly sssssimilar.” But now she 
appears to be backing off 
from that comparison. “When 
I want to put it in a nutshell, 
I'll say, ‘She’s like a 13-year-old 
version of myself,” the 
actress explains, clearly tired 
of the topic. “But acting is 
more complex than just play- 
ing at a series of adjectives.” 

Meriwether says she still 
wants to learn more about who Jess really is—as well as her 
roommates. “The more we dig, the funnier things get,” sne 
says. “I’m hoping that we can dig into Winston and Nick and 
Schmidt as much as we keep digging into Jess.” She pauses. 
“Uh, does that make it sound like they’re plants?” Looking 
ahead to the final eight episodes of the season, Winston will 
find a job at a radio station, working for a very difficult boss 
(Phil Hendrie). Jess’ model best friend, Cece (Hannah Simone), 
starts to have real feelings for Schmidt, though she’ll 
vehemently deny it, to the point of foisting him on another 
friend. And Nick, who’s had a pretty rough year, will try to 
grow tomatoes in the roommates’ rooftop garden. 

Jess also starts a new relationship with her student’s very 
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unique, independent woman like Deschanel for her 
17-year-old daughter to look up to, praising her “iiber- 


adorkability” and gushing, “I hope you stay around.” 
For Meriwether, hearing that young women relate to 


grown-up father (Dermot Mulroney) and ends up having a 
deep, semi-naked talk in the steam room with his ex-wife 
(Jeanne Tripplehorn). Does that mean we’ll have to wait 
forever for Nick and Jess to get together? Meriwether will 
admit only that there’s still something there between them. 
But Johnson says, “I think, deep down, he’s in love with her.” 

He’s not the only one. At PaleyFest, the biggest screams 
were reserved for Deschanel. Young girls asked her to sign 
their ukuleles. One budding singer asked her to sign a 
microphone. At the end of the night, a schoolteacher stood 
up in the crowd and confessed that she was so glad to have a 


Jess is the ultimate compliment. Recently she was standing in 
line for coffee when two girls behind her started describing 
their roommate by using the New Girl theme song: “One of them 
said, ‘It was totally like, Who's that girl..’” she says excitedly. 
“The idea that young girls are feeling like there’s a different kind 
of female character that they can relate to on TV? That's great. 
We’re teaching those girls how to have sex-only relationships 
with douche bags and threesomes with their landlords.

All of which has come as a 
welcome surprise to the Dobbs 
Ferry, NY, native, who's married 
with a 2-year-old daughter. 
When he first auditioned for the 
part, Schmidt was just a one-joke 
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character who couldn't stop 
taking his shirt off. “] went to 
[exec producer] Jake Kasdan 
and said, ‘Let's just try to make 
this character as not-douchey 
as possible,” recounts Green- 
field. “And he goes, ‘Well, just 
don't play him douchey.” 

He didn’t—and slowly Schmidt 
transformed into a bathroom- 
scrubbing, charcuterie-eating, 
lady-pleasing charmer with 
a chubby backstory (see: Fat 
Schmidt). “Max brought an 
amazing emotional life to this 


character who wanted to be 

a better person but couldn't,” 
New Girl creator Liz Meriwether 
explains. While the writers map 
out the script, the actors are 
encouraged to improvise, and 
Meriwether calls Greenfield “one 
of the best improvisers I've ever 
met” She remembers a table 
read where Greenfield worked 
and reworked a scene in which 
Schmidt seduces Cece with fancy- 
cheese metaphors (“I just want 
to slowly peel the wax off your 
Babybels”). And now that he’s 


broken out, look for Schmidt to E 
get more screen time—and fun 
story lines—going forward.

the East Village coffee shop smiles shyly at 
Natasha Lyonne before walking away. “Did you see that?” 
Lyonne asks. “I’m totally going to f---ing hit that later. I mean, 
I’m not... It’s just knowing that he wants it makes me want 
him.” She grins. “But I know that’s just low self-esteem.” 

Spend time with Lyonne and you learn things about her pretty 
quickly. Like how smart and funny she is, how fast her mind can 
pinball between Dickens, Coney Island, Nietzsche, and NYPD 
Blue—and how, when she feels uncomfortable, she deflects 
questions with non sequiturs, often bawdy ones. 

Lyonne’s anxiety today is understandable, because she 
doesn’t speak much to journalists these days. In the late ’90s, 
the actress, now 32, was on a promising track thanks to her work 
in American Pie, But I’m a Cheerleader, and Slums of Beverly 
Hills. But her ascent was derailed after some very public tus- 
sles with drug addiction and the law. Tabloids and websites 
chronicled every dark turn of her downward spiral and glee- 
fully posted her mug shot. In 2001, she was arrested for a DUI. 
In 2004, she was charged with mischief, trespass, and harass- 
ment of a neighbor (and the neighbor’s dog). In 2005, she was

admitted to the intensive-care unit of a New 
York hospital for a variety of ailments, including 
a collapsed lung and hepatitis C. All of which is 
to say: Before we had Lindsay Lohan to kick 
around, we had Natasha Lyonne. “Oh, I thought 
I escaped under the radar,” Lyonne deadpans. 
“But everybody knows? That’s embarrassing.” 
Contemplating her future in Hollywood, Lyonne 
seems sanguine: “Rather than spend so much time 
wondering if I’m going to get hired or is it a prob- 
lem that I’ve got this black-tar history, I’ve just got 
to keep doing what I’m doing and try to be decent,” 
she says. But her candor must make her uncom- 
fortable because she veers off on a sexual tangent: 
“And, you know, lots of bl-- jobs! [just need to focus 
on the bl-- jobs and let the career work itself out.” 
To her credit, when all the jitters and church 
giggles are out of her system, she’s utterly honest:

what that term meant. Her parents signed her as a child 
model with the Ford agency, and she got her first big acting 
job at 6, on Pee-wee’s Playhouse. When Lyonne was 16, two 
things happened: She landed a role as Alan Alda’s wisecrack- 
ing daughter in Woody Allen’s Everyone Says I Love You, and 
she was expelled for selling pot at a yeshiva high school she 
attended on scholarship on Manhattan’s Upper East Side. “I 
was the weird kid with the weird hair,” she says. Lyonne and 
her mother moved to Miami Beach. She was later accepted at 
NYU and intended to study philosophy and film, but never 
went to class. “I thought, ‘Do I really need to watch Apocalypse 
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Now with 100 f---ing teenagers? I’ve been watch- 
ing this movie since I was 4 years old.” 

Today, Lyonne still has the same glorious mane 
of hair and oversize brown eyes that made her so 
memorable in the ’90s. She wears a lot of black 
(“Richard Belzer is my style icon”) and talks with a 
tough-guy New York accent—think gangster from 
the ’20s—which makes for a funny combination 
with her cherubic face. Lyonne’s best roles were 
her edgiest: a teen who considers breast reduction 
and discovers the pleasures of a vibrator in Slums 
of Beverly Hills (1998), and a lesbian high schooler 
who becomes the target of an intervention in the 
satire But I’m a Cheerleader (1999). “She was like 
from another time,” says Alan Arkin, who played 
her father in Slums. “She was a total natural. No 
artifice, never worried for a second about what she 
With Alan Arkin and ay looked like or how she was going over. She wrote 
pee a ' | poetry and was interested in literature and 

: philosophy. She was a joy to be with.” 

Directors Chris and Paul Weitz cast Lyonne— 
still a teenager—as cool girl Jessica in 1999’s American Pie. “She 
had this excessive talent, and this quality of really knowing 
what she was all about,” says Chris Weitz. The film was a 
smash and propelled its cast to stardom (see sidebar). “I don’t 
think we realized it much at the time, but when you cast some- 
one quite young, you are, in a way, giving them a poison pill,” 
says Weitz. “It was great that the movie did well and helped 
bring all of these kids to prominence, but that’s a mixed bless- 
ing, It’s a system that can give someone a wonderful career and 
money to go to college... But there’s also the possibility that 
you're throwing someone under the train.” 

Ethan Hawke, who costarred with Lyonne in the 2010 stage 
production of Blood From a Stone, goes a step further. “I was a 
child actor, and ifyou survive it teaches you a lot. The trouble 
is that most people don’t survive. I’m not speaking figuratively. 
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I’m talking literally, like there’s dead bodies everywhere.” 

Lyonne remembers being a curious teen who meditated on 
the Big Questions even as she ventured into the public eye. 
“There was the Talmudic existential question of what does it 
allreally mean? juxtaposed with being a really poorly parented 
teenager in show business,” she says. Then she pauses. 
“Spiraling into addiction is really, really scary. Some things 
have a very A-to-B scientific effect. Like, alcohol is a depres- 
sant. Cocaine is a stimulant. And then: Cocaine plus heroin is 
bad! That’s the point of my story, that’s the moral,” she says. 
“Coke plus heroin equals speedball. And speedball equals bad, 
you know?” 


Lyonne fidgets and sighs. “It’s weird to talk about. I was: 


definitely as good as dead, you know? A lot of people don’t come 
back. That makes me feel wary, and self-conscious. I wouldn’t 
want to feel prideful about it. People really rallied around me and 
pulled me up by my f---ing bootstraps.” She laughs. “There was a 
warrant for my arrest, which helped too.” 

Oh, yes, that. In December 2004, Lyonne was 
living in a Manhattan town house owned by 
actor friend Michael Rapaport when she was 
arrested for harassing neighbors (as well as the 
aforementioned dog) and destroying property. 
Rapaport was so angry he wrote an article in 
Jane magazine titled “Evicting Natasha 
Lyonne.” Looking back, Lyonne says, “At the 
time I didn’t understand, but now it’s like, if J 
owned a nice brownstone—and [someone] was 
constantly moving pianos while listening to 
Richard Pryor CDs, and trying to figure out 
how to play ‘Easy Like Sunday Morning’ on the 
piano for days at a time—I would potentially 
be pissed too.” She smiles. “It’s the fallout of 
shenanigan-based behavior.” 

The charges against Lyonne were ultimately dismissed after 
she completed court-appointed rehab in 2006. Later, she contin- 
ued working on her recovery, thanks to support from longtime 
friends like actress Chloé Sevigny. “It was hard to stand by and 
not be able to help when it was down and dirty,’ Sevigny admits. 
“I tried to forgive whatever bad behavior she displayed because 
she wasn’t herself. She wasn’t in her right mind.” 

In 2007, Sevigny encouraged Lyonne to audition for the Off 
Broadway Mike Leigh play Two Thousand Years—and more 
important, vouched for her with the director. Lyonne stayed in 
corporate housing near the midtown theater to avoid old 
temptations in her former Hast Village neighborhood, and 
concentrated only on work. “[The play] really got me back on 
my feet,” she says. And it helped her love acting again. “It all 
sort of happened,” she says of her career up to that point. “I 
was on Pee-wee’s. Then I’m 16 and I’m in a Woody Allen movie. 
Inever stopped to wonder if I knew how to act. I had to relearn 
it all and come by it ina much more honest fashion.” 

By the time she was on stage with Hawke in 2010, Lyonne 
could regularly be seen Off Broadway. “It was cool to be around 
her,” says Hawke. “She’s incredibly talented and she liked 
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working hard, she liked being challenged. If you get caught up 
in the nonsense of celebrity and the demons that are involved in 
feeling like you are important and special in a way that others 
aren't, the theater will cure you of that.” 


LYONNE HAS SINCE dipped her toe back into films with smaller 
pictures such as Evil Dread and Club Night, but last fall she 
embarked on a more pronounced return. She recently appeared 
on Law & Order: SVU and New Girl. And she has four films in 
the works, two of them in theaters in the next few weeks: 
Abel Ferrara’s 4:44 Last Day on Earth (rated R, out March 23), 
costarring Willem Dafoe, and American Reunion (rated R, out 
April 6). Getting the part in 4:44 felt like a milestone to her. “I 
knew Abel from back in the day,” says Lyonne, meaning they ran 
in the same wild circles. “He called me up to do this film and I 
couldn’t believe it. 1 was over the moon.” Ferrara returns the 
compliment, to say the least: “It’s not a common talent she has, 
you know? She’s a real actor. I wouldn’t make 
another movie without her” 

Reuniting with the American Pie family— 
even for a small role—was also a big step in 
coming full circle. “I believe in comedy. The 
cleaner I got, the funnier things got. Life became 
crisp, less muted,” Lyonne says. “Though [going 
to the set] did have that feeling of ‘Oh, God, 
what are they all going to look like? And how 
embarrassing—after what I’ve been through, I 
hope they don’t search me on the way in’ And 
no one did! Everyone was really nice.” 

Will the rest of Hollywood be as forgiving? 
The industry certainly loves a good redemp- 
tion story. “Look at Robert Downey Jr.,” says 
Chris Weitz. “He’s a very personable, decent 
guy who people want to work with. The 
problems come when someone has been really difficult or 
mean-spirited. Natasha is a good person and very talented 
and great to work with, so I don’t see a problem. Personally, 
I’m rooting for her.” Sevigny is too, of course. “I think 
the industry in general is harder on women,” she says. “But 
Natasha is improving herself. She has been steadily working 
and she’s trying to keep busy. She’s a great talent and I hope 
they'll embrace her again. I love her to death.” 

As for Lyonne herself, perhaps the biggest positive is that 
she’s finally found some balance. “I love not having secrets,” 
she says. She has returned to the East Village and visibly 
brightens when she mentions her boyfriend (she declines to 
name him: “It’s Tony Soprano. No, it’s Gary Oldman”). As far 
as her regrets go, taking a sabbatical from Hollywood isn’t 
one of them. “I don’t think I needed my ingenue years. What 
would I have done, some more movies? The flip side of taking 
time away is I really figured out some stuff. I figured out 
things in terms of quality of life. I’m sure people have reserva- 
tions about it, but you can’t work with everybody. And 
besides, I don’t want to be famous when I grow up.” She 
laughs. “I just want to do good jobs.” m

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HE LATE-1980s pop culture relic 21 Jump Street 
was a primo specimen of a TV police procedural 
with a catchy hook: A team of fresh-faced cops 
work undercover as high school kids, reporting 
back to their tough/earnest boss at the address 
listed above. The hit series ran for four years, 
and was notably progressive in its willingness 
to incorporate newsmaking social issues, 
including AIDS, homophobia, and child abuse. But 
25 years later, 21 Jump Street the TV show is remembered 
primarily as the career kickstarter of Johnny Depp as a 
young actor with an obvious something. As it turns out, 
dim memories and a new generation of pop culture 
consumers work to the great advantage of 21 Jump Street 
the movie: What this fast, cheeky, and very funny

interpretation of the original premise sacri- 
fices in teachable moments, it makes up for 
in intelligent giddiness. 

Shaped by the precocious comedic smarts 
of talent-on-a-roll Jonah Hill (who not only 
costars but also developed the story with 
Michael Bacall and is one of the executive 
producers), the movie morphs into an action 
comedy with a tonal complexity that marks 
it as a very contemporary creative project. 
It’s part homage and part wink at the past. 
It jokes about high school but is also a 
sensitive sociological study of those crucial 
years. It bridges slapstick and action. It’s 
quick-witted with its pop references. Oh, 
have you heard? Depp makes a delightful 
cameo appearance! 

On the surface, 21 Jump Street follows the 
crime-fighting antics of odd-couple cop 
partners Schmidt (Hill) and Jenko (Channing 
Tatum). Their wonky dynamic is established 
in a perfectly placed opening flashback to 
2005, when the two were real high school 
students—Schmidt the klutzy, anxious nerd 
with a brain; Jenko the athletic, academically 
challenged coolio. Seven years later, when 
both police rookies are coincidentally 
assigned to an undercover-high schooler 
program, the duo are prepared to play out 
those same life scripts, until a mix-up alters 
fate. Schmidt is assigned a class schedule 
befitting a popular non-Einstein; Jenko is 
shuffled into advanced-placement chemistry. 
(“Ap-chemistry,” he calls it, laboriously 
reading his course list.) Given a do-over, the 
two get to reexperience those less than 
wonder years. They get to work issues out. 
And by the way they get to bust a drug ring 
fronted by a smart and popular guy played 
with oddball charisma by Dave Franco. (The 
curiosity isn’t that he’s the brother of James 
Franco; it’s that he’s so interestingly weird. 
Okay, like his brother.) 

But that, as I say, is on the surface. Under- 
neath, 21 Jump Street is a riot of risks that 
pay off, the biggest of which might be handing 
Tatum funny business. And now for the 
revelation: The guy’s got bust-out talents as 
areally funny, self-aware comic actor. With 
all appropriate salutes to the busy fellow’s 
famous abs, and with full forgiveness for his 
participation in The Vow, I am feeling the 
Channing charm for the first time. And wow, 
those scenes where the smart actor, playing 
a “dumb” character who realizes he’s not as 


dumb as he has 
always believed he is, 
fakes playing a dumb 
guy to mess with his 
smart partner’s head 
are kind of perfect. 
Also, Tatum can 
sustain a great, I mean 
great, Dumb Face. 
Under the limber 
direction of Phil Lord 
and Christopher 
Miller (Cloudy With a Chance of Meatballs), 
and working from a screenplay by Bacall— 
a script jammed, by the way, with so many 
oinky references to male reproductive equip- 
ment that I choose to believe the producers 
were rising to a dare—Hill and Tatum play 
their Mutt-and-Jeff act against a supporting 
cast equally fast on their feet. A refresher 
viewing of any old Jump Street episode may 
sharpen your appreciation for the kind of 
earnest ’80s-I'V police captain that Ice Cube

You don’thave to bea world-classice skater to play professional hockey—as 
long as youcan throwa mean punch. Meet Doug Smith, whose unlikely path 
totherink is the subject of thenew comedy Goon.—CLARK COLLIS 


Most sports biopics focus on athletes 
who have achieved excellence. Goon, 
an ice-hockey comedy starring 
Seann William Scott, goes a different 
route. The R-rated Canadian indie 
(in theaters March 80 and currently 
on VOD) is based on the life of a 
minor-league hockey player named 
Doug Smith—a guy whose skating 
skills were jaw-droppingly awful. 
Smith didn’t even put on his first 
pair of skates until he was 19. And 
when he initially tried out for a pro- 
fessional team, he failed to make the 
cut. “The [recruiters] said, ‘The god- 
damn goalies are beating you, in full 
equipment, in drills,” recalls Smith, 
47. “*You can’t skate worth s---’” 
What he could do, however, was 
beat the crap out of people. Thanks to 
his amateur-boxer dad, Smith learned 
how to defend himself at an early age. 


During the late ’80s and ’90s, seven 
different hockey teams, including the 
Phoenix Roadrunners and the 
Carolina Thunderbirds, recruited 
Smith to be an “enforcer,” a player 
whose job is to pummel members of 
the opposition. In 2002, he published 
his autobiography, Goon. Six years 
later, first-time producers David 
Gross and Jesse Shapira optioned the 
book and soon approached Superbad 
co-writer Evan Goldberg to adapt it. 
But Goldberg knew little about 
hockey, so he asked 
fellow Canuck and 
die-hard Montreal 
Canadiens fan Jay 
Baruchel (Tropic 
Thunder) to pen the 
script with him. “My 
dad lionized a lot 

of enforcers,” says 


Doug Smith 
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Baruchel, who also 
costars as Scott’s best 
friend. “He played a little 
bit and often came home 
with some f---in’ cast or 
something because he’d messed 
himself up playing hockey.” 
With a budget of $12 million, 
Goon started shooting in 
Manitoba in the fall of 2010 
with cult north-of-the-border 
director Michael Dowse 
(FUBAR) behind the camera. 
He spent three and a half weeks 
filming the hockey scenes, 
including a brutal punch-up 
between Scott and a veteran 
enforcer played by Liev 
Schreiber. While Scott says he 
was determined that his por- 
trayal of Smith not turn the film 
into “Forrest Gump on ice,” Goon 
does depict its central character 
as a dimmer bulb than the real man 
is. “When we watched the movie for 
the first time, the people I was with 
said, ‘Jesus, they really made him out 
to be a dope,” laughs Smith, who's 
now a cop in Massachusetts. “I tell 
people, “The book was authentic. The 
movie has a lot of Hollywood in it’” 
Not surprisingly, Goon recently 
topped the Canadian box office. Yet 
some critics there have been put off 
by the realistic violence depicted on 
screen. Following the premature 
deaths of several enforcers, a move- 
ment arose to ban puck pugilism for 
good. But Baruchel insists that one 
thing Goon does share with other 
sports biopics is a message that 
transcends just sports. “It’s about 
commitment and loyalty and clarity 
of purpose,” he says. “I don’t want 
the lesson from this movie to be: 
Beating up people is awesome.” m

With his large bod, soft features, and air of 
goofy sweetness, Jason Segel is a natural fit for 
Jeff, Who Lives at Home, a goofy, sweet comedy 
about estranged siblings who work their way 
back to brotherly love in the course of a day- 
long, very shaggy caper of coincidences. “Live” 
is almost too active a verb for what Jeff does in 
the basement of his mother’s house in Baton 
Rouge, La. He’s a 30-year-old stoner who drifts 
through his days looking for signs from the 
universe of what to do with his life while Mom 
(a particularly lovely Susan Sarandon) holds 
down an office-cubicle job. Ed Helms is 
similarly well built—that bulldog stance, those 
aggressive teeth—to play Jeff’s permanently 
angry brother Pat. Steady employment and 
marriage suggest that he’s the more grown-up 
of the two, but Pat is doing a pretty effective 
job of screwing up his blessings. (As she is in 
The Descendants, Judy Greer is a peach at 
playing the unfairly treated wife.) 

The movie is the latest tale of irregular 
moments in the lives of everyday people from 
Jay and Mark Duplass. They’re the brothers 
who began their filmmaking career in the 
mumblecore corps (The Puffy Chair, Baghead), 
then stepped up the emotional stakes with 
Cyrus. Jeff continues and expands the brothers’ 
maturing interest in the bonds that truly con- 
nect people and suggests that the Duplasses 
are still figuring out what matters, cinemati- 
cally.

Nicolas Cage, January Jones

Detachment, the first dramatic feature from 
director Tony Kaye since his skinhead psycho- 
drama American History X (1998), might be 
called the ashy dregs of the inspirational- 
teacher genre. But that’s only because the film 
so strikingly reflects the public-school crisis of 
its time. At its center is a gifted, tormented, 
and self-sacrificial teacher, Henry (Adrien 
Brody), who chooses to be a substitute because 
his commitment is hedged. The inner-city high 
school class he takes over doesn’t just feature 
the usual troublemakers waiting to be saved 
through higher learning. Even the nicer kids 
are mostly beyond reach. Their attention spans 
have been zapped from birth; all they’re com- 
mitted to is seeing the future as a black hole. 
When it stays in the classroom, Detachment 
is a scrappy testament—to the futility of even 
trying to reach students who are cut off from 
the possibilities of knowledge, and to the way 
that our teachers are slowly being driven 
nuts. Brody, as the semi-fallen idealist, has a 
haggard eloquence, and Tim Blake Nelson, 
Christina Hendricks, and James Caan, as his 
colleagues, act out a bitterly funny spectrum 
of desolation. But the film would be better 
if Kaye hadn't included a Taxi Driver subplot 
in which Brody rescues a teen hooker in 
fishnets (Sami Gayle). Just because it’s 
“provocative” doesn’t mean that you buy it.

Mad Men 


Premieres Sunday, 
March 25, 9 p.m.

LWAYS INTENT on coming 
at you from angles you both 
expect and cannot predict, Mad 
Men offers a two-hour season 
premiere that commences with 
a muted tone, and then explodes 
in different directions. The episode, written 
by creator Matthew Weiner, begins and 
ends with faces not frequently seen on this 
show: black ones. The Sterling Cooper 
Draper Pryce ad-agency folks are drawn 
into the civil rights movement's fight for 
equal opportunity in surprising ways. 
Although Vincent Kartheiser’s Pete brays 
that he brings in more business than some of 
his more senior colleagues (oh, John Slattery, 
you make Roger such a marvelously petty 
yet funny man!), there’s no doubt who's 
still the top dog. “Don, you’re the big draw,” 
says Pete, begging Jon Hamm’s Draper to 
put in an appearance to seal a deal witha 
new Client. It’s flattery, but it’s true: While 
Peggy (Elisabeth Moss) continues to be in 
charge of her presentations, signing off 
on others’ work and making pitches to 
sack-suited sad-sack clients, she still looks 
to Don to back her up, to bestow praise, to 
validate her. In one of the premiere’s most 
quietly amusing, wise moments, Peggy is 
irked by Don’s agreeable reaction to a 
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Heinz executive’s dismissive criticism of her 
baked-bean campaign. Peggy remarks to 

a colleague that Don has changed in such a 
fundamental way that she—and, by 
extension, we—might worry about it. 

Indeed, his new living arrangement has 
altered some of Don’s characteristic 
responses at work: Is this the evolution of 
the hard-driving, go-getting, terse executive 
we’ve come to both admire and occasionally 
consider an SOB? 

Some of the premiere centers on a 
milestone birthday for Draper. Megan 
(Jessica Paré) is now cozy enough with him 
that she can refer to him as an “old man” 
and Don doesn’t flinch. Fluidly directed by 
Jennifer Getzinger, who also oversaw the 
superb season 4 episode “The Suitcase,” the 
premiere—titled “A Little Kiss”—is shaped 
around a series of long, beautifully detailed 
set pieces. To tantalize you, I’ll say there’s a 
surprise party and a makeup-sex scene 
that will curl your toes as much as it does 
those of its participants. 

After almost two years away, Mad Men 
isn’t about to start sucking up to you for

Music groups don’t come with much less 
street cred than this: After failing individually 
in auditions for the U.K’s X Factor in 2010, 
five teen crooners were slapped together by 
judge Simon Cowell into an insta-band that 
made it to the show’s finals with wobbly-cute 
renditions of well-trod classics like “Your 
Song” and “Forever Young.” (They got third 
place.) But One Direction have something 


else: They’re the first viable next-gen boy 
band for a tween demographic that knows 
Backstreet Boys and *NSYNC only as golden 
oldies. (Just ask British teens, who have 
already sent Up All Night up the charts over- 
seas.) Those acts are clear touchstones, from 
OD’s style—think Nick Carter's scarf-wearing 
foreign-exchange-student cousins—to their 
music, which melds five-part harmonies 

and prefab production. Still, Up All Night 
marches to a new, postmillennial tiger beat: 
The irresistibly bouncy “One Thing,” the 
Kelly Clarkson-co-penned “Tell Me a Lie,” and 
the party-till-Mom-comes-home title track 
are all charmingly gimmick-free slices of 
white-bread wonder. And insofar as a group 
of five near-strangers can have a personality, 
OD’s is likably low-key: They’re just a band of 
impeccably coiffed blokes who want nothing 
more than to “be your life, your voice, your 
reason to be,” but don’t want to make a 
“mess upon your innocence.” (Yuck.) Lyrics 
like that—and forgettable tracks like the 
hormone-marinated ballad “Save You 
Tonight”—won’'t help the group earn much 
respect in music circles. But if a tween-pop 
empire is what these boys are after, they’re 
definitely headed in the right direction. B+

When | watched 
your last movie, Red State, | thought, 
“This guy is finally getting the hang 
of the directing thing, as opposed to 
the sticking-a-camera-in-front-of- 
people-and-getting-them-to-say- 
dialogue thing.” 

I thought it was kind of important 
before I checked out of the career to 
show people “Yeah, I did learn s---.” 
For years I took a lot of crap. People 
would go, “Ah, he doesn’t move the 
camera, he doesn’t know what he’s 
doing.” I wasn’t interested in that 
kind of thing. But if you do anything 
for 15 years you're just going to get 
better at it. Now I could direct the 
s--- out of my material, but I don’t 
really have anything to say. 

You've become quite a stoner over 
the past few years. How high are you 
at this moment? 

When you're a midlife stoner you 
don’t get high, you’re just always 
centered. As for how centered am I? 
Centered enough to not feel like “Oh, 
man, I hate talking about myself.” 
But I certainly wouldn’t go out and 
operate heavy farm machinery. @

Remembering 
A Great Journalist 
And Mentor 


After years reporting on foreign conflicts, Anthony 
Shadid died on Feb, 16 in Syria. ANTHONY BREZNICAN shares 
hismemories of the inspiring author of anew memoir. 


The premise of the memoir 
House of Stone is intriguing 
enough: After more than a 
decade covering war and 
bloodshed in the Middle 
East, an American journalist 
with a crushed spirit returns 
to his great-grandfather’s 
abandoned home in 
Lebanon, hoping to rebuild 
both. But I'd be lying to say 
it was the only reason | 
preordered the book a few 
months ago. The author had 
been a friend and mentor. 
We'd lost touch, but some- 
thing he said has never left 
me: “The trick is to always 
come back with a story.” 

This was Anthony Shadid 
circa 1999, when he was the 
Los Angeles news editor of 
the Associated Press anda 
former Cairo-based reporter, 
offering advice to a young 
reporter—me, a nobody, a 
clerk eager to replace fewer 
printer cartridges and write 
more articles. 

An assignment I'd been 
given didn’t pan out as 
expected, but in my zeal for 
a byline I'd written up what 
| could. As an editor with 
space to fill, Shadid was 
pleased. He knew that if you 
looked hard and thought 
around the edges, a reporter 


could always find something 
worth writing about. 

Implicit in Shadid’s advice 
to “always come back with 
a story,” of course, was the 
idea that you would always 
come back. In his case, that 
turned out not to be true. 

Shadid left the AP to write 
for The Boston Globe, then 
The Washington Post, and 
finally The New York Times, 
returning to the Middle East 
again and again over the 
coming decade and winning 
two Pulitzers for his work. He 
went to the deadliest war- 
torn regions and wrote about 
the people who suffered the 
worst. He was threatened, 
shot, beaten, and held captive, 
but his life was ultimately 
taken by an apparent asthma 
attack on Feb. 16 after he 
smuggled himself into Syria 
to cover an uprising. Shadid 
was only 43, leaving behind a 
wife, two young children, and 
a too-short lifetime full of 
friends and readers who will 
mourn and miss him. 

Part of what made him an 
extraordinary reporter was 
his intense and cheerful curi- 
osity. He knew how to make 
the differences between 
people feel like a kind of 
bond instead of an obstacle.

How else could a Christian- 
born Lebanese-American 
dentist's son from Oklahoma 
City connect on such an 
intimate level with Turkish 
foreign ministers, Afghan 
tribesmen, frightened Iraqi 
citizens, and Libyan resis- 
tance fighters—all of whom 
told him their stories? 
Shadid was charmed by 
idiosyncrasy, and not awed 
by power. He disdained those 
in our profession who use 
their status to belittle others, 
telling me once about an 
esteemed senior journalist 
who briefly visited Cairo and 
treated him like an errand boy.

OMPLIMENTS MUST be paid. 
Director Mike Nichols’ stirring 
Death of a Salesman, running on 
Broadway through June 2, har- 
bors no radical agenda, no mod- 
ern glosses or reinterpretations 
of Arthur Miller’s text. Instead, 
Nichols & Co. play it straight. And rarely has 
a classic work seemed straighter, or truer. 
Nichols restores key elements of the original 
1949 production, including Alex North’s jazzy 
incidental music and Jo Meilziner’s scenic 
design, placing a stylized, sepia-toned version 
of Willy Loman’s Brooklyn house center stage. 
This is no Madame Tussauds period piece,

though. Nichols coaxes memorable perfor- 
mances from every actor—beginning with 
Philip Seymour Hoffman. Though he’s only 44, 
he brings a stooped-shoulder weariness to this 
60-year-old striver that is utterly convincing. 
As his wife, Linda Emond reveals a woman 
long consigned to second-fiddle status in her 
home despite her deep love for her husband. 
Andrew Garfield, nailing a Brooklyn accent, 
makes ex-jock Biff appropriately insecure. And 
Finn Wittrock finds new depths in philander- 
ing, attention-starved younger son Happy. But 
even throwaway roles like Loman’s boss (Remy 
Auberjonois) and his paramour on the road 
(Molly Price) make an indelible impression. 
While this Salesman owes much to tradition, 
it pulses with energy and urgency. And with its 
implicit messages about the plight of the middle 
class, the dangers of false pride, and the valori- 
zation of superficial popularity at the expense 
of achievement, Miller’s play has seldom 
seemed so vital.
